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CAMP YOUNG 

The purpose of the program of 
Camp Young is to help each boy to 
attain the fullest development that 
is possible in every branch of his 
life. With that in view, the pro- 
gram is planned so as to contribute 
to his intellect, to his physical de- 
velopment, and to help him find a 
congenial relationship with his 
friends, and with his God. 

Camp Young opens its eleventh 
season on July 16 for two weeks 
for boys 12 to 18 years of age and 
from August 2nd to 16th for boys 
from 9 to 13. 

A program has been carefully ar- 
ranged for the welfare of the boys 
of different classes by the directors 
of the camp who are all selected for 
their ability in the different activities 
which the camp offers. 

The camp equipment consists of 
a large roomy lodge, containing the 
dining room and kitchen and a large 
recreation room, nature study room 
and the camp administration offices.

The athletic equipment consists of 
an athletic field, tennis court, volley 
ball court, quoit courts and many 
conveniences for other healthful 
sports. There are rowboats, motor 
boats, swimming raft and pier for 
water sports. 

The camp possesses a fully equip- 
ped hospital, and several leaders 
who have passed the requirements 
in American Red Cross advanced 
First Aid. 'Phone service and auto- 
mobile service make it possible to

THE DRUMS OF GENEVA 

A few years ago a very interest- 
ing event occurred in the life of the 
American Legion in Geneva — the 
organization of a Drum and Bugle 
Corps — starting from scratch — no 
funds — no equipment — but plenty 
of enthusiasm, the Winnek Drum 
and Bugle Corps became a part of 
the Legion here and finally became 
one of the leading drum corps of 
the country, winning several prizes 
and putting their city and legion on 
the map as a real place in which to 
live, and a real organization. They 
started with a few drums and bugles 
and no musicians, but that obstacle 
was easily overcome through the ef- 
forts of Bill Ashworth and Harry 
Williams, who took it upon them- 
selves to develop the drummers and 
buglers, and after a short time with 
the interest taken by all concerned 
they could finally "beat a step" and 
blow a trumpet. Then came their 
real chance to make good and as 
everybody knows they did — the boys 
with their drums, bugles and kahki 
uniforms went on parade and won 
recognition from the town folks, 
veterans and the press. That was 
the start of the Drum Corps that 
has since won State prizes and at 
the State Fair last year in Syracuse 
won first prize in an open competi- 
tion of all corps in the State and in 
more recent days won cash prizes 
and cups in all events they entered. 
They need new equipment and more 
uniforms, so do your bit and help 
the Fanfare contestants put the "Ge- 
neva Boys" on the map at the Na- 
tional Convention in Miami this 
year.

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SEVENTH ANNUAL REGATTA 

Geneva will be host to about 100 of the nation's 
fastest outboard racing pilots next Saturday and Sun- 
day when the Geneva Regatta Association and the 
Chamber of Commerce stage the Seventh Annual Ge- 
neva on Seneca Lake Powerboat Regatta. Besides the 
pilots, their mechanics and friends upwards of 30,000 
people are expected to view the two-day racing pro- 
gram, the largest and most outstanding outboard re- 
gatta in Eastern United States this year. 

The weather was the only factor which regatta offi- 
cials under the leadership of Harry M. Seagers, T. 
Schuyler Smith, Lee A. Taylor and Erie E. Snelgrove 
were not prepared to cope with. Given a favorable 
break by the weather man and the 1934 regatta will 
be bigger and better than any of the six previous ones 
which have made Geneva one of the bright spots on the 
nation's powerboat racing circuit. 

The racing schedule has not yet been definitely set 
as to starting times of the races but is expected to get 
under way at 1 :30 o'clock Saturday afternoon with the 
first race for Class A. All four outboard classes will 
race over the one and one-quarter mile oval course, 
raced four times around for five miles for each heat. 
There are three heats of five miles each to each race for 
each class. The four outboard classes are A, B, C, F. 

The big feature of the regatta is the Second Annual 
New York State Outboard Championship for the 
Governor Herbert H. Lehman Trophy. This was 
won last year by J. C. "Cab" Walier, Syracuse, N. Y. 
professional who will defend his title this year. Walier 
has also won twice the Finger Lakes Championship and 
needs a win this year to take permanent possession of 
this beautiful trophy. 

The Hotel Seneca Trophy- given for the amateur 
driver scoring the greatest number of points in the re- 
gatta will again be in competition. It was won last year 
by Roy J. Straley of Eggertsville, N. Y. 

Racers began arriving here early this week coming 
to Geneva directly from Worcester, Mass., where the 
intercollegiate championships were staged last weekend. 

Among the early arrivals were James C. and Stew- 
art Nunneley accompanied by their father, Commodore 
C. H. Nunneley of Detroit, Mich. Jim Nunneley will 
be remembered here as the boy who broke the world's 
record for Class F. Div. 1 (amateur) in the 1934 re- 
gatta and who staged such a thrilling, hair-raising race 
in the three heats for this class. 

The regatta course will be laid out again the same as 
last year paralleling Lake street. A radio public ad- 
dress system in charge of C. A. Beyer and enlarged 
to cover more territory this year will be used to carry 
a running description and results of the races to the 
crowds on shore. 

United States Coast Guard Patrol Boat CG-211 in 
charge of Boatswain Guy A. Morse, from Olcott, N. Y., 
will patrol the regatta. It is a 75-foot patrol boat and 
will act as official committee boat. 

Flagship of the large fleet of visiting yachts which 
will come to Geneva for regatta is the 83-foot power 
yacht of Commodore David C. Wende, of the Buffalo 
Launch Club. The yacht is named Restless II and is 
considered one of the fastest and most luxurious yachts 
on the Great Lakes.

get a physician in ten minutes, if 
one is not in camp. 

The swimmers, during the swim- 
ming periods, are guarded by a crew 
of experienced life savers, and the 



swimming area is restricted. The 
buddy system is used for a check on 
every boy. 

In every way the safety and 
health of the camper is watched and 
protected. 

Mrs. Boyd Trump is again in 
charge of the camp "eats" and a 
splendidly cooked and balanced 
menu is assured for the health of 
the camp. 

The charges for the camp are 
nominal and boys will be accepted 
only for two weeks, except in rare 
cases, as it takes a boy at least a 
week to get acclimated and the 
second week gives him a chance to 
get the best out of the camp. 

Camp is reached via Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad to Lodi — walk ten 
minutes west on road and you will 
be at camp. 

By motor — take State Highway 
to Lodi, turn west down hill to 
cemetery and turn right, then the 
second turn to left brings you 
straight to camp.

Last week the press gave considerable attention to 
tests conducted at Schenectady with police cars equip- 
ped for communication both to and from the cars. 

Actually there has been such a system in successful 
operation in two communities for almost a year. The 
first, Bayonne, N. J., comprising a central headquarters 
and nine cars ; the second, Eastchester, N. Y., a depart- 
ment with only two cars. 

Of particular interest next to its fine results is its 
low cost. The entire Bayonne installation including 
the apparatus at headquarters and in all nine cars was 
under $5,000. 

This outfit is a ultra short wave system operating 
on about 8.6 meters. Low power is possible on these 
waves. The stations may be close together as the 
waves travel only about 25 to 30 miles and there is no 
static.

Geneva, along with other com- 
munities of the lake country, will 
next week observe the 15th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Fin- 
ger Lakes Association, the oldest 
regional promotion organization of 
its kind in the state. Monday of 
this week, as a preliminary to such 
observance, association officers took 
stock of past achievements and pos- 
sibilities for the future. 

An outstanding fact revealed was 
that for every penny subscribed to 
the association and spent by the or- 
ganization in regional advertising to 
attract tourists, visiting motorists 
leave about $20 in the region. This 
is new money brought in from out- 
side. It is a cash crop and it comes 
at a time of year when local trade 
is at low ebb. 

In brief, the tourist business year- 
ly brings an average yearly income 
of 10 million dollars to the Finger 
Lakes Region. Of each such tour- 
ist dollar, an analysis shows that 26 
cents goes for merchandise, 20 
cents to restaurants, 17 cents to 
hotels for rooms, 11 cents to gas 
and accessory stations and 26 cents 
for general spendings. 

In other words more than half of 
tourist expenditures go directly for 
merchandise and general spendings. 

More surprising still, the figures 
disclose, there is returned to the 
Finger Lakes Region each year 
from the State nearly one million 
dollars from gasoline tax moneys, 
a large share of which comes from 
tourists. 

The aim of the regional organiza- 
tion of which Geneva is a part may 
be summed up thus: "More tour- 
ists, better roads, better parks, bet- 
ter business." 

Since the association was formed 
15 years ago the State has spent 
$34,000,000 in constructing 1,000 
miles of state highways within the 
region. And of this total, 94 per 
cent of the roads were recommended 
and urged upon the State by the as- 
sociation. 

The Finger Lakes Association 
was the father of the Finger Lakes 
State Parks Commission. It worked 
to get this region's share of state 
park moneys years ago. The re- 
sult has been that the state has cre- 
ated eight new parks in the region

and spent $4,000,000 on these parks 
since 1924. And the parks are vis- 
ited in season by as many as 75,000 
persons per day. 

How persistent, continuous ad- 
vertising is affecting this region was 
indicated a few days ago in a report 
in the New York Herald Tribune. 
The article revealed that the tour- 
ing bureau head of the New York 
Automobile Club in analyzing in- 
quiries from thousands of New 
York City autoists found that the 
regions throughout the United 
States which secured the heaviest 
metropolitan patronage were the 
Finger Lakes Region and the Adi- 
rondacks. Next came the New Eng- 
land States. Finger Lakes adver- 
tising is getting touring results here. 

The vast volume of tourist spend- 
ings are hard to comprehend. When 
money is heavily sprinkled over a 



wide area it is difficult to realize its 
magnitude. Last summer at the 
World's Fair in Chicago, the opera- 
tor of the pay-toilet concession took 
in over three quarters of a million 
dollars in nickels. Amounts com- 
ing in to this region from the gas 
tax are in small amounts but they 
loom large in the aggregate. And 
today, the cash tourist crop is one 
of the largest industries the lake 
country enjoys. 

As the Finger Lakes Association 
enters upon its 16th year, it is plan- 
ning an elaborate dedication of the 
opening about September 1 of the 
Cherry Valley Turnpike or U. S. 
Route 20, which through Geneva 
merges with Route 5. This air-line, 
short route across the state will in 
future be one of the greatest feeders 
for Geneva. And this city, about

About Tulips 

Many who have admired the mar- 
velous coloring of Tulips in the 
Spring may have asked what species 
they were. 

This may answer the question. 

Tulips have been grown commer- 
cially for over 250 years and in Hol- 
land catalogues all told there are 
over 2,500 varieties listed. 

Out of this list the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society in England in 1917 
drafted a classification in the belief 
that tulip growers* would have a bet- 
ter understanding of the characteris- 
tics of the different varieties. 

According to this classification, 
Tulips are divided into three gen- 
eral classifications. 1. Native or 
natural-growing species. 2. Early 
flowering. 3. Late or May flower- 
ing. 

The native species of Tulips are 
those original native species growing 
in Europe, Asia, England, etc. It 
is from these that the numerous 
horticultural varieties have been de- 
rived. 

The Early Flowering Tulips com- 
prise 1. Single early tulips ; 2. Dou- 
ble early tuilps ; 3. Due Von Tholl 
Tulips. 

The late or May flowering Tu- 
lips comprise groups known as: 1. 
Darwins ; 2. Breeders ; 3. Cottage 
Tulips ; 4, Parrots ; 5, Rembrandts ; 
6. Byblooms ; 7 Bizarres ; 8. Late 
double tulips ; 9. Lily flowered Tu- 
lips ; 10. Mendel Tulips; 11. Tri- 
umph Tulips. 

During the bulb craze in Holland 
(1634-1637) as high as 5,000 Guild- 
ers ($2,000.00 then) was paid for a 
single bulb ; bulbs were handled as 
precious stones, not sold by the piece 



but negotiated at troy weight on a 
gold scale. Because of this situa- 
tion the Government of Holland 
was compelled to end these trans- 
actions. 

At present the Holland govern- 
ment regulates the exportation of 
all Holland bulbs, designating both 
the quantity that can be produced 
and sold ; they regulate the size, 
price and conditions under which 
they can be sold for export. 

After the tops of tulips have 
turned brown they can be dug and 
stored in a dry place until Octo- 
ber when they can be replanted, 
when this is done every three or 
four years many small bulbs will be 
found which can be set by them- 
selves and grow on to add to your 
plantings.

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RADIO FLASHES

No doubt the time is not far distant 
when our trucks, buses and taxis will talk with head- 
quarters without even slowing down. This ultra short 
wave equipment is very light and small in size, operat- 
ing similar to the police outfit described in last week's 
Community News. The wave used by these amateurs 
is just below the police band.

Opium is obtained from the milky juice of the 
young capsules of the poppy grown in China, India 
and Persia. The climate must be tropical or sub- 
tropical, there must not be an excessive rainfall, and 
the industry can be carried on successfully only where 
labor and land are sufficiently cheap and abundant. 
The cultivation of opium poppies for the production 
of opium is not possible in this country, even if it were 
permitted by law. It is said that every species of 
poppy is capable of yielding opium to a greater or 
lesser extent. 



Homespun Wool Industry Dying 

While in a few remote regions of the United States 
homespun is worn, factories have almost entirely 
erased the home industry from this country. One of 
several hundred modern American manufacturing 
companies normally operates sixty woolen mills that 
employ 40,000 workers.

Great quan- 
tities of carp bones were found, and some 100,000 
remains of snails give evidence of the influence of 
the Mediterranean climate in that age. Among the 
many flint articles is a polished stone ax of the tran- 
sitional period from the Mesolithic to the Neolithic 
age.

RADIO FLASHES 

By Ralph Le Brun 

The orchestras of Abe Lyman and Guy Lombardo 
will supply the music for the Canadian National Ex- 
position at Toronto, August 27 to 31. 

Featured on the "Hall of Fame" program, Sunday, 
August 19 at 9 p. m. over WEAF-NBC will be Duke 
Ellington and his orchestra. 

Graham McNamee has been assigned to broadcast 
the world's greatest event for the youngsters "The 
American Soap Box Derby." It will be on the air 
Sunday, August 19 over NBC from Dayton, Ohio. 

For the first time in radio history two rival networks 
will operate from the same studios. When KYW, the 
NBC station now of Chicago, moves to Philadelphia 
this Fall it will occupy the same building and be under 
the same director as WCAU of the Columbia System. 
Of course separate station staffs will be used. 

"Lucky Strike" will return to the air in the Fall 
sponsoring the broadcasts of important football games. 

The recording artists have of late years been losing 
considerable through the unauthorized use of their 
phonograph records by certain radio stations. These 
artists are organizing to attempt to seek royalties from 
these stations. They estimate that there are 450 sta- 
tions using no live talent. The stations buy a record, 
play it over and over and hundreds of listeners don't 
buy it. According to Department of Commerce figures 
sales of records for 1933 were only %y 2 per cent of that 
of 1929. 

Ground was broken July 23 for WOR's new 50,000 
watt transmitter at Carteret, N. J. Due to flying fields 
in the immediate vicinity special signs and beacons will 
be necessary on the tower. 

We hear about some of the big programs a month 
or more in advance. For instance on September 26 
the voice of Queen Mary of England will be heard for 
the first time over the Columbia system from Glasgow, 
Scotland. She will christen the new Cunarder "Num- 
ber 534".

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REGARDING GAS CONVERSION 

The advent of natural gas into the Empire Gas & 
Electric territory at Geneva and its planned introduc- 
tion all over the Empire territory before fall has brought 
forth many questions in the minds of Empire customers. 

To enable Empire employees to have the answers to 
the most frequent of these questions at their fingertips, 
a number of question and answer examination papers 
have been prepared and distributed among the Empire 
personnel. 

Although these questions and answers were prepared 
with only Empire employees in mind so general has 
been the interest in the new fuel that they were made 
public. It is believed by Empire officials that they will 
answer many questions now uppermost in the minds of 
gas consumers. 

The questions and answers follow. 

Question : What is a British Thermal Unit ? 

Answer: A British Thermal Unit (BTU) is the 
amount of heat required to raise 1 pound of water 1 
degree Fahrenheit. 

Question : What is a Therm ? 

Answer : A Therm is a multiple of British Thermal 
Units, namely 100,000 BTU which has been arbitrarily 
set by heating engineers in order to simplify the con- 
version of heating values of one fuel to another. 

Question : Will gas be billed on Therm or cubic 
foot basis? 

Answer: Natural gas will be billed on the Therm 
basis as it is the best means of measuring heat. The 
bill also will show the number of cu. ft. The gas fur- 
nished will have 1000 BTU in a cu. ft. Manufactured 
gas had 537 BTU per cu. ft. Natural gas at 1000 BTU 
a cu. ft. lends itself readily to the Therm billing as each 
100 cu. ft. at 1000 BTU equals 100,000 BTU or 1 
Therm. 

Question : Why is the Therm unit used in compar- 
ing the gases ? 

Answer: The Therm unit is used so that the heat 
value may be compared. A gallon is a unit of measure 
and may be gasoline, vinegar or water. The cu. ft. is 
also a unit of measure and may have any number of 
heat units as applied to a heating substance. A Therm 
is a definite amount of heat units 100,000 BTU equals 
1 Therm. 

Question : Will gas be undiluted or mixed ? 

Answer : It will be straight natural gas. 

Question : Do the burners have to be changed on all 
range and water heater equipment in the home ? 

Answer: No. The burners do not have to be 
changed but the spud thru which the gas passes has to

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be fixed so that the opening is considerably smaller and 
the adjustment for air is opened up. 

Question : Do the meters have to be changed ? 

Answer: No. The meters measure a cu. ft. as be- 
fore 1 cu. ft. of natural gas has 1000 BTU— 100 cu. ft. 
has 100,000 BTU or 1 Therm. 

Question : Will the service pressure have to be in- 
creased? 

Answer : No. The pressure will be just the same as 
in the past. 

Question : Is natural gas more dangerous to use? 

Answer: No. 

Question : Will water boil as fast with natural gas 
as with manufactured gas under same conditions ? 

Answer : Not enough difference to be noticeable.

REGARDING GAS CONVERSION 

(Continued from page 9) 

Question : Does the gas have a natural odor or does 
it have to be treated for odor? 

Answer: Natural gas is colorless and odorless in 
the original state. Odorizing stations are used to give 
the gas an odor. The oil used (caliodorant) is injected 
into the gas at the rate of 3 to 5 gallons per 1,000,000 
cu. ft. 

Question : Will there be a variation in pressure dur- 
ing the colder months as has been experienced in some 
natural gas localities? 

Answer : No. Our source of supply guarantees a 
certain pressure at all times. They accomplish this with 
the use of compressors and boosters that raise the pres- 
sure to a definite point. In addition we have our own 
storage capacity just the same as in the past. 

Question: Will the flame from natural gas on the 
average range burner blacken the bottom of pots and 
pans ? 

Answer: No. With proper adjustment of the bur- 
ner, kettles will not blacken. 

Question : Does the company anticipate any short- 
age of gas during certain periods of the year and if 
there should be a shortage, how will this be handled? 

Answer: No. The company has a supply line at 
the northern and southern end of the territory,

REGARDING GAS CONVERSION 

(Continued from last week) 

Question : What is the main advantage to the cus- 
tomer, and the company in the introduction of natural 
gas, especially if the small domestic user does not make 
a substantial saving ? 

Answer : The customer has the advantage of being 
able to use more gas at a lower cost. Heating is made 
available at a cost that is comparable with other fuels. 
Natural gas gives full automatic heat. Industrial plants 
will have a low cost fuel which betters working condi- 
tions. Plants that use controlled heat locate in territory 
served by natural gas. The company does not benefit 
for the first few years due to the loss of revenue by the 
reduction of rales plus the cost of conversion. In a few 
years a volume of business will be built up that will 
take care of tin* loss and show a profit. 

Question : Where does the gas come from? 

Answkk: Pennsylvania furnishes the main supply. 
A small n mount will be taken from the Wayne and 
Geneva fields as long as these fields last. With the 
miles of pipe line in use today it would be a very easy 
job to eon nee < with the West Virginia fields and also 
with Texas fields. 

Qukstion : If the supply diminishes, will there be a 
change back to manufactured gas and at what rate ? 



Answer: The supply is guaranteed by a large re- 
sponsible company for 10 years. If a change back to 
manufactured gas ever does take place no doubt the 
rate will be based on a BTU basis — 537 BTU for 
manufactured gas as against 1000 BTU for natural gas. 

Question : Is it necessary to have flue connection on 
natural gas equipment? 

Answer : Yes. The company requires vents and in 
some cities they have ordinances that demand that all 
major appliances burning gas be vented. 

Question : How does natural gas for house heating 
compare with other heating fuel costs? 

Answer: Natural gas compares on an average with 
$13.00 hard coal; is equal to oil and is the only full 
automatic heat available. 

Question : What pressure do you have to use with 
natural gas for distribution purposes? 

Answer : The same pressure that we have used with 
manufactured gas. We try to keep at least 5" of water 
pressure and 7" is the ideal pressure for domestic ap- 
pliances. 

Question : What color and how does a flame on a 
burner look with natural gas when properly adjusted? 

Answer : Natural gas has a long faded grayish blue 

flame that to one familiar with manufactured gas acts 

lazy. The top of the flame is rounded. Manufactured 

gas has a sharp deep blue, short, clearly defined flame.

(Continued from page 3) 

Question : Does it cost the customer anything for 
the conversion? 

Answer: No. The company supplies the labor and 
material on all appliances that are possible to convert. 
A very few real old appliances will be impossible to 
change over. The company could not be expectd to 
furnish repairs. 

Question : Does natural gas demand closer atten- 
tion than manufactured gas ? 

Answer: No. Proper adjustment makes the ap- 
pliances just the same for burning natural gas as manu- 
factured. 

Question : Does any waste that may occur cost the 
user more? 

Answer : No. The gas that passes thru the burner 
is cut down and mixed with more air so that any waste 
costs practically the same as with manufactured gas. 

Question : Does natural gas require more air for 
proper combustion in the burner ? 

Answer: Yes. The natural gas passing thru the 
burner is richer and requires more air for proper com- 
bustion.

Fuel Handling Plant Completed 

The Rapalee Coke & Coal Corp. 
after several months of preparation 
announce that their new plant is 
completed and ready for operation. 
The new plant is one of the most 
modern in this section of the state. 
It has storage capacity for about 
1500 tons of coal and coke. 

The plant comprises a series of 
wooden overhead bins which stand 
some 51 ft. high and 78 ft. long. 
The coal and coke is raised to the 
top of this building by means of an 
inclined cleated rubber belt convey- 
or whose lower end fits into a hop- 
per under the railroad track. Once 
having reached the top, the fuel is 
deposited in its proper bin by a flat 
rubber belt which traverses the top 
of the building. The coal is then low- 
ered to the bottom of the bins by 
specially constructed lowering de- 
vices which reduce breakage and 
dust to the minimum and insures 
delivery of a uniformly sized product 
to the customers. The fuel is with- 
draw from the bins into trucks by 
driving underneath and simply pull- 
ing a rod which allows the fuel f o 
flow automatically into the trucks. 
This plant was designed by the 
Klug Construction Co. of Utica and 
erected by local union labor. 

The remaining stock of Empire 
Coke has been purchased by the Ra- 
palee Coke & Coal Corp. and will 
be handled through this plant. 

Mr. C. E. Rapalee former Coke 
Sales Manager for the Empire Ga 
& Electric Co. who will be in direct 
charge will have his office at the 
yard. Assisting him will be former 
employees of the Coke Dept. of th: 
Gas Co. : Chas. Hamill, John Mur- 
ray, Charlotte Schroeder, Etha M. 
Hargrove and Anthony Quartaro, 
all of whom have had several years 

of experience in the fuel business.

John, that curious hermetic prophet 
of the northwest territory, spent a 
lifetime in wandering over parts of 
three or four states, punctuating his 
pilgrimages with plantings of apple 
seeds. So, in addition to the thou- 
sands of tilled and pruned apple or- 
chards, the country knew literally 
thousands of apple trees planted by 
the side of the road, in open pas- 
tures, on the edge of woodlands, be- 
side streams, the myriad-branched 
monument of Appleseed John. A 
few gnarled and haggard trees of 
his planting still stand. 

Cider was a natural beverage for 
the pioneer American. Its making 
was easy. No elaborate machinery 
was required. Its raw material was 
a fruit, of which there was so great 
a surplus that the product could not 
be humanly consumed. It was a bev- 
erage which, in one stage, was 
suited to the delicate palates and 
light heads of women and children, 
while in another it became a sort of 
Viking's beserk nectar. 

So characteristic of America was 
this drink that it became the symbol 
of a Presidential campaign, William 
Henry Harrison, who, incidentally, 
came from the very heart of Apple- 
seed John's domain, was swept to 
victory on a hard-cider platform.— 
Washington Star. 



Corn in China 



Corn, native to American conti- 
nents in the western hemisphere, was 
grown in China long before it was 
grown by the English settlers at 
Jamestown. A photostat copy of a 
Chinese book published in 1573 re- 
ports that maize or Indian corn, 
there called "imperial grain," had 
been grown in China for years, and 
that it had been introduced from the 
west by way of Thibet or Turkestan. 
The indications are that the Span- 
iards discovering maize in the New 
world took home the grain from 
South and Central America, that the 
Arabs carried it from Spain to Mec- 
ca, and that it then spread eastward 
through Central Asia to China.

The Wandering Jew was a legendary character who 
was supposed to have been doomed to wander until the 
second coming of Christ because he taunted Jesus as he 
bore the cross. This legend first appeared in a pam- 
phlet supposed to have been printed in Leyden about 
1602, and it relates how one Paulusvon Eizers had met 
a Jew, Ahasuerus, who had declared himself "eternal" 
and the original Jew punished by Christ. The pamphlet 
gained wide circulation and led to reports of the Wan- 
dering Jew being seen in many places. — Pathfinder 
Magazine.

Fur Farming — Its Past and Future 

From the dawn of history in this country the fur 
trade has been an important branch of commerce and 
has had much to do with the rapid advancement of 
discovery and exploration. The trapper and trader 
looking for new fields, steadily pushed our frontiers 
into the unknown wilderness and were always the 
first contact with the then civilized part of America 
when returning from such exploration. 

Furs were the medium of exchange and thus the 
extensive trapping of the wild stock has sadly de- 
pleted the ranks of all species of fur bearing animals. 
The valuable are rapidly nearing extinction, this be- 
ing especially true of the central and eastern portions 
of the United States and Canada. The time is not 
far distant when ever increasing demands for furs 
must be supplied from other sources than trapping 
wild animals, and fur farming seems to be the only 
solution to meet ever increasing demands. 

Fur farming is no new industry, altho still in its 
infancy. More than fifty years ago, in our own State, 
mink were raised in pens, but failed to produce good 
offspring or fine pelts. In spite of many trials and 
failures, however, those who were far sighted studied 
and worked to build a sound industry. 

Those pioneers laid the corner stone of the indus- 
try. Those carrying it on today have been greatly as- 
sisted by the scientists of many of thhe leading uni- 
versities. These men, trained in zoology, chemistry 
and nutrition have contributed their share to build up

the fur farming industry. Food has a very important 
part in the raising of fur bearing animals in pens and 
the chemist and nutritionist have given us a food that 
will produce fine fur and healthy animals, when fed 
by those who study their animals and their habits. 

Disease has also been brought under control so that 
the farmer who understands feeding and sanitation 
suffers no loss thru disease. 

There is no guess work to raising fur bearing ani- 
mals. Knowledge, judgment and the willingness to 
learn are the requirements. 

This article has, so far, covered the points of learn- 
ing how to raise fur bearing animals in pens. Now, 
what of the future?

I , WHO MAY APPLY? 

Any property owner, individual, 
partnership, or corporation, with a 
regular income from salary, com- 
missions, business, or other assured 
source. It is not necessary to be a 
depositor in the financial institution 
consulted. 

2. TO WHOM DO I APPLY? 

To any financial institution ap- 
proved by the Federal Housing 
Administration; or to a contractor, 
building supply dealer, equipment 
manufacturer or retailer. 

3 HOW MUCH MAY I APPLY 
- FOR? 

From $100 to $2,000, depending on 
your income, for improvements on 
any one property. 

4 HOW LONG MAY NOTES 
* RUN? 

For any number of months from 
one to five years. However, the 
term of the notes depends entirely 
on the discretion of the financial 
institution which may at its option 
require loans to be repaid over such 
lesser periods as justified by the 
amount you can reasonably afford 
to pay each month.

Used in Days Long Ago 

Do you know that a full moon 
at Christmas day is supposed to be 
unlucky, the saying going : 

"Light Christmas, light wheat- 
sheaf ; dark Christmas, heavy 
wheat sheaf," and that a windy 
Christmas and a calm Candlemas 
were held as omens of a good year. 
Rain during the twelve days after 
Christmas was said to foretell a 
wet year to follow. When decorat- 
ing the house with Christmas hol- 
ly, be careful not to burn any 
leaves or berries that fall, but put 
them carefully away until Twelfth 
Night, when they should be burnt 
with the rest of the decorations.

Also, remember that the first 
words spoken in the day should 
be cheerful ; to speak a word of 
grumbling is to court bad luck.

Tips on How and What 
to Improve 



Light for Laundry 

A reflector and a 100-wat bulb, 
installed over the washing machine 
and laundry tubs, makes it easier 
to inspect soiled pieces. 

Illuminate Porches

Meeting of Personal Finance 

A meeting of the New York As- 
sociation of Personal Finance Com- 
panies was held March 7 in New 
York City. Frederic W. Howe, a 
director of the Walker-Gordon Co., 
an affiliate of the Borden Company, 
was the speaker at the luncheon held 
at the Hotel Governor Clinton. 

Members of this Association are 
engaged in a business which has 
brought the advantages of modern 
finance within reach of the average 
householder. 

Development in New York State 
of this business of granting credit in 
sums under $300 on monthly repay- 
ment plans adjusted to fit the in- 
dividual budget — with charges pay- 
able only on the unpaid balance — 
was made possible through the adop- 
tion of the New York Small Loan 
Law in 1932. This law established 
a sound legal basis on which a busi- 
ness adequate to meet the popular 
need for small loans could be built. 
Companies operating under it are 
licensed by the State Banking De- 
partment. It was accepted that 
financing should not be the exclusive 
prerogative of big business and the 
man of property, but that it should 
also meet the needs of the man of 
moderate income who lacks accept- 
able security for bank credit, but 
whose earning ability and integrity 
entitle him to credit in order to 
bridge family crises without sacrific- 
ing his self-respect and indepen- 
dence.

Origin of Tapioca 

Tapioca is prepared from the starch made from 
the tuberous roots of the cassava or manioc plant. 
This plant is a native of South America, notes a 
writer in the Indiana Farmer's Guide. The cassava 
starch separated from the fibrous and nitrogenous 
constituents of the roots, is spread, while in a moist 
condition, upon iron plates and with constant stir- 
ring exposed to such heat as causes a partial rupture 
of the starch granules in which they agglomerate into 
irregular pellets, becoming hard and translucent when 
cooled. In this condition, the starch forms the tapi- 
oca of commerce, a light, pleasant, digestible food.

A $5,000 claim paid recently by the Phoenix Mutual 
Life Insurance Company of Hartford, Connecticut, on 
the life of an eighty-nine-year-old man is an interesting 
reminder of the many important changes which have 
come about since the insurance was purchased over 
sixty-eight years ago. 

The policy, according to Laverne F. Darling, local 
representative of the company, is a unique document 
printed in script type and painstakingly filled in by hand. 
It was issued in April, 1866, just a year after General 
Lee's surrender at Appomatox had ended the Civil War, 
and contained many curious provisions made necessary 
by the hazards of early travel. As a safeguard against 
liability from undue risks, the contract stipulated that : 
"in case the Assured shall, without the consent of this 
Company, visit those parts of the United States which 
lie west of the 100th degree of west longitude, or be- 
tween the first of July and the first of November, those 
parts which lie" south of the southern boundaries of 
North Carolina and Tennessee; or shall enter upon a 
voyage upon the high seas, or shall engage in any capac- 
ity in service on any Sea, Sound, Inlet, River, Lake, or 
Railroad ; or in case he shall become addicted to the use 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage ; or in case he shall 
die in consequence of a duel, then this policy shall be 
null, void, and of no effect." "Naturally," comments Mr. 
Darling, "changing conditions later enabled the com- 
pany to modify its restrictions, and adherence to many 
of these early provisions was no longer required- The

ALONG THE AIRWAYS 

There are at present, according 
to the March 1, 1935 bulletin issued 
by the Department of Air Com- 
merce, a total of 2,314 airports and 
landing fields approved by the De- 
partment in the United States. Of 
these 674 have lighting facilities. 

Of the larger States the great 
State of New York appears to be 
lacking in landing field facilities, 
with a total of only 98, as compared 
with 204 for California, 145 in Tex- 
as, 116 in Pennsylvania, 113 in Ohio 
and 103 in Michigan. 

The Pennsylvania Airlines and 
Transport Co. reports a total of 
3,160 passengers carried on the 
line's Washington-Detroit-Milwau- 
kee route during March — nearly 
seven times the number flown in the 
same period of any previous year 
and nearly double the number for 
October, 1933, the system's former 
"peak" month. 

Nine squadrons of the British 
Royal Air Force now operate entire- 
ly on a fuel produced by the low- 
temperature carbonization of coal, 
and the results, it is said, have been 
"generally satisfactory".

Ruined Cities in Yucatan 

Ruined cities abound in Yucatan, many of them 
buried in dense undergrowth for centuries, their his- 
tory unknown, their hieroglyphics undeciphered. An 
almost unbroken line of these silent and deserted me- 
mentoes of a vanished people stretches between Yuca- 
tan and the primeval forest beyond the Guatemala 
frontier. The predominant character of the import- 
ant Maya structures is that they are built upon an 
artificial elevation, a pyramidor truncate cone sup- 
porting* a building more or less vast. The walls are 
generally of great thickness, many are faced on the 
interior with carved stones and many also present a 
rich profusion of adornments, sculptured in bas-relief 
upon their faces.

St. Peter's Church Said to Hold Record for Age 

The oldest church in the western hemisphere is St. 
Peter's church in the ancient capitol of the Bermudas, 
St. George's. Founded in 1612 with a structure of 
native timber and rebuilt in 1619, St. Peter's has seen 
almost three and a quarter centuries of continuous re- 
ligious service, almost half a century more than any 
other church on this continent in use today. 

Its closest rivals are the cathedral of Mexico, built 
in 1667, and the Old South Meeting house in Boston, 
which was built in 1669. St. Luke's church in the Isle 
of Wight, Virginia, is abandoned, after doing service 
since 1632, and the First Church of Salem, Mass., con- 
structed in the same year, was recently restored for 
religious service. 

St. Peter's, in its history and within the church it- 
self and its crowded, shady churchyard, sums up the 
long and varied life of Bermuda. The very physical 
structure of the church reflects the changes, social and 
political, of the islands, for it has been added to and 
repaired many times in its long career. The first 
church was built of the native cedar, but to quote an 
old record, "it was blown down by a tempest so that 
he (the governor) built another in a more closer place 
of Palmeta leaves." This in its turn was replaced by 
a stone structure in 1619, much of the masonry being 
utilized in the present walls, which were raised in 
1713.— Detroit News.

Baby's care during the summer 
calls for special watchfulness of the 
dangers which summer brings.

Today, in 
America alone, there are nearly 
150,000 persons who have a right to 
sign themselves "M.D." — Doctors 
of Medicine. 

Almost 14,000 doctors are mem- 
bers of the Medical Society of the 
State of New York. Each one is al- 
so a member of the local Society in 
his own county. 

The heart is a pump which 
works 24 hours a day. It forces 
blood under pressure to every part 
of the body through channels re- 
sembling a closed water-works sys- 
tem, emptying back into the heart 
again. This pressure varies under 
different conditions in the same per- 
son. Blood pressure, continuously 
high, may indicate serious disease. 
Many people with high blood pres- 
sure have prolonged their lives un- 
der treatment which includes mod- 
eration in activity and the avoidance 
of strain, hurry and excitement.

Combine 
sour milk and molasses and mix 
into dry ingredients. Stir in nuts 
and raisins. Pour into a greased 
bread pan and bake about- 1 hour in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees F.). 
This recipe makes 1 large loaf of 
nut bread.

Learning to swim should be part 
of the education of every child on 
reaching the age of 6. First, get the 
child's confidence, and be sure to 
do nothing to lose it. This will re- 
quire unlimited patience. The child 
needs a great deal of encourage- 
ment. Gradually allow him to be- 
come accustomed to the water and 
be sure he is perfectly at ease in it 
and unafraid before trying to teach 
him any strokes. Never throw a 
child into the water or duck him. 
Swimming is excellent exercise for 
growing children, but many are de- 
prived of it through fear caused by 
early experiences. 

Fruits should form part of the 
daily diet. They help preserve the 
teeth, they supply valuable mineral 
salts to the body, they are laxative.

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Rabies is not so frequent as 
commonly supposed, but any dog 
bite is serious and demands imme- 
diate action. Isolate the dog. Call 
a doctor. If the dog shows symp- 
toms of rabies, they will be recog- 
nized by the doctor, who will take 
the necessary steps to provide the 
patient with the Pasteur treatment, 
the only escape from almost cer- 
tain death. "Frothing at the 
mouth" means nothing. Dogs have 
rabies who do not froth at the 
mouth, and many — in fact most 
dogs who froth at the mouth — do 
not have rabies. 

Ice water and iced drinks are 
more popular in the United States 
than anywhere else in the world. 
Foreigners are aghast at our con- 
sumption of cold beverages. The 
danger from the use of ice in the 
summer arises from any careless 
handling of it in the process of 
manufacturing or serving. This ap- 
plies, of course, to all food. Clean ice 
is essential. Drinking water which 
is cool, but not ice-cold, is advised. 
Everybody should drink at least six 
glasses of water every day.

CHICAGO, Feb. 1 (AP).— The 
nation's accident bill for 1933 was 
$2,000,000,000 in wage loss and 
medical expenses. Accidents cost 
89,500 lives and caused 8,500,000 
disabling injuries, the National 
Safety Council announced today. 

Last year's deaths were classi- 
fied as follows: Motor vehicle, 
30,500; other public, 17,500; home, 
29,500, and occupational, 14,500. 
The total for occupational also 
includes 2,500 killed in motor 
vehicles while engaged in work.

3 eggs separated 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
Yz cup grated and drained pine- 
apple 
1 cup heated milk 

Mix sugar, flour, salt. Add eggs. 
Beat egg yolks lightly with lemon 
juice. Mix well. Add rind and pine- 
apple, stir in milk. Add stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Line pie tin with 
pastry. Bake 400° for 10 minutes. 
Then lower heat to 350° for 35 to 
45 minutes.

Arrange cherries in a deep pie 
plate mixing with sugar, salt, flour 
and flavoring which have been 
combined.

Beat egg 
whites until stiff but not dry, add- 
ing powdered sugar and vanilla a 
little at a time. Place in mounds on 
cooked cherries and return to the 
oven until browned lightly.

Dissolve gelatine in the warm 
water. Add grape juice. Chill until 
cold and syrupy. Place in a bowl 
of cracked ice, or ice water and 
whip with a rotary beater until 
fluffy and thick like whipped 
cream. Pile lightly into sherbert 
glasses. Chill until firm. Very re- 
freshing and delightful served 
with wafers. Serves eight.

Burnt Sugar Dessert 

2Y-2 tablespoons cornstarch 
2 tablespoons cold water 
2 cups boiling water 

1 cup granulated sugar 
J4 cup chopped walnuts 
Dash of salt 
Whipping cream 

Blend cornstarch and cold water. 
Gradually add the boiling water, 
then cook, stirring frequently until 
thickened, about 20 minutes. Place 
the sugar in a heavy frying pan and 
heat slowly, stirring constantly, un- 
til an amber colored syrup is 
formed. Do not allow to become 
brown. Pour first mixture slowly 
, over the syrup and stir until thor- 
oughly dissolved. Remove from heat 
and add the nuts and salt. Chill and 
serve with whipped cream. This 
makes 6 servings. 

Cherry Butter 

8 cups seeded cherries 
y 2 cup orange juice. 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
8 cups sugar 

Mix ingredients. Simmer until 
butter is thick. This will require 
about 40 minutes. Pour into steril- 
ized jars and serve with breads or 
for topping puddings.

Injured workmen, who formerly 
were required by the compensation 
law to accept the services of a doc- 
tor designated by the employer or 
the insurance company, may now 
choose their own physician from 
a roster approved for this type of 
practise by county medical socie- 
ties.

Babies need less food in summer, 
the same as grown-ups ; the most 
vital factor is cleanliness in all the 
implements used in connection 
with its food.

Crook the other arm at the el- 
bow so the head rests on the hand 
or forearm, with nose and mouth 
free for breathing. 

Kneel, straddling person's thighs, 
place palms of the hands on the 
small of the back with fingers rest- 
ing on the ribs, the little finger just 
touching the lowest rib, and the tips 
of the fingers just out of sight. The 
position of the hands is important. 
Swing back to remove the pressure 
on the lungs, after two seconds, 
swing forward again. Repeat, twelve 
to fifteen times per minute, the 
double movement of compression 
and release should take four or five 
seconds. While this is going on, an- 
other person should loosen clothing 
about the neck, chest and waist. 
Have anybody send for a doctor. 

Prone pressure should not be 
stopped, even for a brief period. 
When the operator becomes tired, 
another should take his place, keep- 
ing up the rhythm. Do not give the 
victim up for dead until stiffening 
of the body has begun. If successful, 
and breathing commences, do not 
mistake this for the end of the work, 
as the breathing may stop again. 
Great pressure is not needed. A boy 
12 years old is heavy enough to give 
this treatment to a grown man.

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FREE BRAKE TEST 

Under the sponsorship of the On- 
tario County Auto Club and in co- 
operation with the Geneva Police 
Department a free brake test is to 
be held on Nursery Avenue on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, August 6 
and 7.

Operators of cars with faulty brakes 
are subject to arrest.

The instrument to be used in 
these tests is a James Decelorometer

Success in the treat men t of pneu- 
monia depends much upon a prompt 
diagnosis, and good nursing care.

To determine the type 
requires a laboratory examination 
of a sample from the patient's 
throat.

Experts say that in type one 
pneumonia, for example, the use of 
serum saves 40 to 50 per cent of 
those who otherwise would die.

LOCAL BUSINESS CONCERN 
REPORTS INCREASED 
OUTPUT 

Growing Customer Demand 
Exceeds National Average 

Production of electricity in the 
United States has recently reached 
an all-time high. A year ago, elec- 
tric output both for the local utility 
company and for the country as a 
whole was not quite back to the 
1929 level. But, at present, it is run- 
ning ahead of 1929 and indications 
are that it will continue to increase. 

During the week ended Nov. 16, 
1935, according to Mr. H. O. Pal- 
mer, President of the Empire Gas 
& Electric Co., this company sup- 
plied to its customers 20% more 
electricity than during the corre- 
sponding week of 1934 and 14% 
more than in the same week of 1929. 
It is hoped that this growing de- 
mand for the company's services, if 
continued, will increase net earnings 
sufficiently to offset, in part, recent 
losses of revenue resulting from 
lower rates, higher operating ex- 
penses, and larger tax bills. 

The use of electricity in the area 
served by the Empire Gas & Elec-

Add remainder 
of flour and mix well. Grease top of 
the dough cover with oil paper and 
a towel held in place by a rubber 
band.

Sunday, May 10, is Mother's 
Day. Throughout the country peo- 
ple will wear a carnation to signal- 
ize the day ; white in memory of a 
mother who is gone, but if she be 
living, one of any color. Stop, on 
this day, to think of an unpleasant 
fact: in the past 25 years in the 
United States, 375,000 women have 
died from pregnancy and child- 
birth, but in all our country's wars, 
only 244,000 men were killed in 
battle. 

Many of these women died be- 
cause they, and their husbands, 
thought that having a baby was a 
matter that would take care of it- 
self, with medical and nursing care 
delayed until the last moment. 
The Maternity Center Association, 
which sponsors a Mother's Day 
Campaign to save mothers' lives, 
has proved statistically that wher- 
ever early and continuous care has 
been given large groups of moth- 
ers, the death rate has dropped 
one-half. 

Thousands of white carnations, 
worn on Mother's Day, do not re- 
quite the cruel toil exacted by ig- 
norance and indifference. 

Many of the difficulties which 
cause these deaths of mothers can 
be discovered early, and prevented

The site of Camelot 
has been much in dispute; Shakespeare supposed it to 
be in Somersetshire ; Tennyson and Capell located it at 



or near Winchester, and Caxton placed it in Wales. 
The monks of Glastonbury were chiefly responsible for 
the Somerset theory, which they maintained for the 
purpose of attracting pilgrims.

Do you have the "blues"? The 
brain, like the body, becomes tired. 
Be a child once in a while, be natu- 
ral, don't expect too much from life, 
or that everything will come out just 
as you planned. A good, fair average 
usefulness should be enough for eve- 
ryone. 

"When the average person reach- 
es the age of forty, a change takes 
place in his eyes ; a dislike to do near 
work, a late afternoon or early morn- 
ing headache, a tendency to hold 
small objects farther away, and oc- 
casionally blurred vision/' said Dr. 
Arthur J. Bedell at the 130th an- 
nual meeting of the Medical Society 
of the State of New York, held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria recently. "Cor- 
rectly fitted glasses permit close ap- 
plication with clear sight and with- 
out discomfort. The testing for 
glasses is a highly technical art and 
the one prescribing lenses must also 
be competent to render an opinion 
on the general health of the patient. 

"A complete examination," add- 
ed Dr. Bedell, "includes the study 
of the background of the eye, the 
stage upon which many of the trage- 
dies of life are enacted. It is . now 
possible to make a photograph rec- 
ord which is of extreme value for 
by it the past, the present and the 
future ocular health can be told. 



"If a patient has to change his 
glasses frequently, it is an indication 
of either a constitutional or local eye 
disease and calls for a searching in- 
vestigation/' 



Dr. Bedell said that widely her- 
alded special forms of glasses have 
an extremely limited range of use- 
fulness. "Telescopic lenses," he 
added, "and contact glasses are for 
rare conditions and will never take 
the place of properly fitted spec- 
tacles."

Sixty-eight microphones, more than ever before used 
at a single event, will be employed by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System to cover the Republican National 
Convention which opens in Cleveland on Tuesday, June 
9. These instruments will be connected by more than 
7^4 miles of wire to bring every important detail of the 
mammoth political gathering to the radio audience. 
Fifty-two microphones will be located on the floor of 
the convention hall, one being planted directly in front 
of each state and territorial delegation. From these the 
voting and discussion on the floor will be relayed not 
only to Columbia stations but also to those of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company and the Mutual Broad- 
casting System as well as to the public address system 
in the hall and the cameras of the newsreel photogra- 
phers. Sixteen other microphones are to be used by CBS

They are the work of three local artists and show quite 
a bit of talent. If you have done any work of this kind 
the librarian would be very glad to display it along with 
that of other artists. 

Or perhaps you have not yet attempted this rather 
fascinating sort of work, but would like to do so. Lester 
Gaba's book, "On Soap Sculpture" tells you just how 
to go about it and may be procured at the library. 

If you should care to direct your talents in other ways 
there are several books on artcraft in the library which 
offer many suggestions. Among these are "Popular 
Crafts for Boys", "Handicraft for Girls" and "Tin-can- 
craft" by E. Hamilton ; "Leather Work" by C. G. Le- 
land; "Needlecraft" by E. A. Archer; "Crochet Book" 
by Elizabeth King and "Wood Carving as a Hobby" 
by H. W. Faulkner.

"White Desert" of New Mexico 

Among the world's least known places is the great 
"white desert" of New Mexico, whose plant life is de- 
scribed in the Journal of Ecology by F. W. Emerson 
of New Mexico Normal university. It is an area of 250 
square miles, covered with drifting crystals of snow- 
white gypsum. The gypsum crystals collect in dunes, 
so that the scene is like that of a vast extent of drifted 
snow. The radiation effect is blinding. In this almost 
moistureless waste the writer found 62 varieties of 
plants.

The Democratic National Convention which opens in 
Philadelphia, Tuesday, will be carried by the same net- 
works of stations that carried the Republican conclave 
a week ago. 

The broadcasting of special short-wave programs 
especially for American listeners is gaining abroad. Eng- 
lish and German stations abound with such features, 
while countries such as France, Spain, Holland, and 
Italy set aside one or more periods a week for the con- 
venience of listeners on this side of the Atlantic. The 
Paris station TPA is one of the latest to add such a 
service. Every night, at 7 P. M., it broadcasts news re- 
ports in English. EAQ, Madrid, has a special broadcast 
for American listeners every Tuesday and Saturday 
evenings, at 7. 2RO, Rome, has the popular "American 
Hour", at 6 P. M., every Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day. Holland transmits the special program for this hemi- 
sphere every night at 7 ; and on Wednesdays at the same 
hour broadcasts the "Happy Programs" from Eind- 
hoven. Both programs are carried by PCJ. 

When Lowell Thomas, NBC's news commentator, 
bought his Upstate New York estate for $15,000 he had 
only $15 in his pocket. This financial feat was performed 
by faith in himself. Knowing the amount needed, the 
author hustled around to publishers and collected ad- 



vance royalties, commiting them to unwritten books on 
the strength of his scenarios and other writings. 

Of the many newspapermen to win distinction on the 
NBC airways, two, Goodman Ace, of Easy Aces, and 
Allen Prescott, The Wife Saver, were literally forced 
into broadcasting by orders of their managing editors. 
Ace was assigned to read the Sunday comics for his 
Kansas City paper and Prescott was made a newscaster 
by his paper. At the time, neither welcomed the assign- 
ment but today both are grateful to their M. E.'s for hav- 
ing been instrumental in remolding their careers.

This week we noticed an interest- 
ing window display at the H. F. Fox 
store, 476 Exchange St. 

This display consists of tobaccos 
from various parts of the world, as 
well as leaves, showing the sizes 
these grow in different countries. 

It had never Ik* fore occurred to us 
that there are so many different col- 
ors of tobacco, but with so many col- 
ors, sizes of leaves, etc., we decided 
there must be just as much differ- 
ence in the taste of tbe tobacco. 

From Frank Fox we learned that 
this is true — thai tbere nre many 
different flavors of tnkuvo and that 
most pipe smokers are very "fussy" 
about the "blends** they use, trying 
many different mixtures before 1 find- 
ing the one most pleasing Jo them. 
Some smokers find a satisfying pack- 
age mixture; others blending their 
own by mixing a few ounces of one 
tobacco, a few ounces of another, 
then another, etc. — possibly several 
kinds in all.

VETERANS' MEMORIAL 

After agitation and discussions 
which, we understand, have con- 
tinued over a period of something 
like seventy years, it now appears 
that Geneva is really to have a fitting 
memorial erected to the memory of 
its Soldier and Sailor veterans of all 
wars.

Mr. Roberts, who is Geneva's 
youngest War Veteran, and his 
committee are to be congratulated 
on reviving the War Memorial ques- 
tion and carrying on to a point where 
the matter will undoubtedly be 
brought to a successful conclusion. 

The Memorial will be in the na- 
ture of a Shaft and will be erected 
on a platform of proportions suffi- 
cient for the conducting of any pa- 
triotic services.

Yes, if you are not employed where there is a group formed. 

4. How can I join a group? 

If the company in which you are employed has a group of 
subscribers you may have your name added to the list by mak- 
ing application to your employer. 

5. What is the difference between a group subscriber and an 
individual subscriber? 

Group subscribers are allowed to pay on a monthly basis 
of 70 cents while individual subscribers must pay semi-annual- 
ly. The annual premium and the benefits received are the same. 

6. Is there an enrollment fee? 

No, there are no charges except the subscription fee. 

7. Is a medical examination necessary? 

No; but applicants must certify to their good health and that 
they have no ailments that may require hospital care. 

3. Does the plan cover all illnesses and injuries? 

The benefits of the plan apply in all cases except those pro- 
vided for under workmen's compensation; those not usually 
treated in general hospitals, such as tuberculosis, contagious 
and mental diseases; and maternity cases for the first ten 
months of membership, after which time the association pays 
$2.75 per day on the total bill. 

9. How do I make application? 

Application forms may be obtained from the office of the 
Association in the Geneva General Hospital. They will be 
mailed if requested. Phone 2816. 



OUT OF TOWN SERVICE 



In cases of emergency, or when a subscriber lives outside of 
Geneva and desires to go to his local hospital, the Association 
will pay $4.50 per day for his hospital care for a total of 
21 days.

BOOK REVIEW 

(These books are available 
at Geneva Free Library) 
"The Rolling Years", by Agnes 
Sligh Turnbull, is a most enjoy- 
able novel in which is given a 
chronicle of three generations of 
an American family living in west- 
ern Pennsylvania in the latter part 
of 19th century and early 20th 
century. It is a story of farm life, 
which should appeal to all those 
who enjoyed that other novel of 
farm life "As the Earth Turns" 
which was so popular a few years 
ago. The characters are all sym- 
pathetically drawn and we follow 
the life of the principal character 
especially from her birth until her 
death with the utmost enjoyment. 
This book is more than "just an- 
other novel of farm life" — it is a 
most interesting and appealing 
story. 

"T. H. Huxley's Diary of the 
Voyage of H. M. S. Rattlesnake" 
is a series of hitherto unpublished 
diaries recorded by the scientist on 
cruises in the tropics during which 
he served as assistant surgeon. Be- 
sides being scientific, a personal in- 
terest is also brought into the book 
by extracts from the journal of 
Henrietta Heathorn whom he met 
in Sydney and later married. The 
book is illustrated with Huxley's 
own drawings and with old prints. 

"Drums Along the Mohawk", by 
Walter D. Edmonds, is a stirring 
novel about the early German set- 
tlers in the Mohawk River valley 
of New York State. The story 
takes place during the Revolution- 
ary War, which touched the Mo- 
hawk Valley frontier in terrifying 
Indian massacres and raids by the 
British. The sturdy settler's de- 
fense of their homes in these iso- 
lated outposts of early York State, 
their courage in the face of heart- 
breaking disasters, and the splen- 
did characterization of Gil Martin 
and his wife and neighbors create 
a story well worth reading.

Final figures for the 1936-37 Campaign 
have been arrived at and show that we 
actually raised f 24, 100.42, while our 
quota was $25,135.00, the deficit being 
$1034.58. There were 4378 subscribers 
this year as compared with 4175 last 
year - the largest number of subscribers 
ever known to the Community Chest, 

The Budget Committee which included a 
representative from each agency has met 
and revised the budgets of the agencies, 
cutting each budget to meet the deficit 
of $1034.58. The beneficiaries h*ve 
assured us that they will make every ef- 
fort to continue effective service in 
the face of revised budgets. Some cor- 
ners will have to be cut, but we have 
great confidence that the agencies will 
maintain their high standards of effi- 
ciency. 

Mrs. I. A. McGrew, our new president, 
has already begun her duties * She ap- 
pointed a Committee on Chest Education 
which met twice during the summer* Among 
other suggestions, the Committee recom- 
mended to the first fall meeting of the 
Council a new tenure of office for Direc- 
tors. Under the new plan, Directors will 
be elected for a period of one, two or 
three years, and after their term of of- 
fice has expired, they will not be eli- 
gible for reelection for one year* In 
this way, the Board will be constantly 
changing, bringing new ideas for older 
consideration* 

The Geneva United Welfare Council has 
suffered a great loss in the death of 
Francis J # Beatty, a Director of many 
years. As Representative of the Feder- 
ation of Labor, Mr. Beatty was a valued 
member of the Council - a Director whose 
strong opinions and earnest convictions 
endeared him to all of his associates.

8.To be proud of a tradition but eager to 
improve it. 

9. Always to. combine a New England sense of 
obligation with an Irish sense of humor.

Under the 
League f s supervision, clinics were held at 
the Hospital on April 30 and May 7 when

perations were performed on June 30. The 
doctors donated their services and the 
Hospital provided rooms, materials and the 
use of the operating room. Between the 
clothing bureau and Christmas baskets in 
the winter, and the camps and clinics in 
the summer, the Saeial Service League is 
doing a remarkable piece of work. 

The Council welcomes Mr. Frederick Quinn, 
new Boy Scout Executive and Captain Paul 
Larson of the Salvation Army and wishes 
them every happiness in Geneva. The Coun- 
cil equally regrets the loss of Mr. UJta. E. 
Lawrence and Captain L. K. Pickering whose 
work as Boy Scout Executive and Salvation 
Army Captain respectively will long be re- 
membered and appreciated. 

We also wish Mrs. Corydon Wheat success in 
her new position as Executive Secretary of 
the Community Hospital Association of Gen- 
eva and extend to Mrs. Benjamin Butler our 
best wishes for her success as Girl Scout 
Local Director.

Scrub potatoes and rub with fat. 
Bake in very hot oven (450 degrees 
F.) 1 hour, or until tender. Remove 
from oven. Cut a lengthwise slice 
from the top of each. With a small 
spatula mark the inside of each po- 
tato into small squares. Remove 
carefully without breaking shells. 
Sprinkle with salt. Combine white 
sauce and pimiento, and lightly stir 
in potato. Heap diced, creamed po- 
tato lightly into shells. Sprinkle 
with cheese and dust with paprika. 
Return to oven until cheese is melt- 
ed. Yield : 6 portions.

LIBRARY NOTES 

If you have not yet paid a visit 
to the library this week (which is, 
in case you have forgotten, Book 
Week), you still have two more 
days. There is quite a large exhibit 
of new books, and in addition to 
that there is a house built of book- 
covers with several well known 
book characters standing around it. 

Since Book Week is primarily 
for children here are some brief 
reviews of a few of the new chil- 
dren's books : 

One of the most delightful and 
amusing books is "Ferdinand" by 
Monroe Leaf, with illustrations by 
Robert Lawson. Ferdinand was a 
bull, but unlike most bulls he pre- 
ferred to sit under a tree and smell 
the flowers, rather than to fight. He 
had no desire, as had his brothers, 
to enter the bull ring, but one day 
when some men came to pick bulls 
for the next bull fight, Ferdinand 
had the misfortune to sit on a bee, 
with rather unfortunate results — 
for Ferdinand was selected as the 
fiercest of the bulls. We shall not 
tell the rest as you will prefer to 
read it yourself. While the book is 
written really for quite small chil- 
dren, any adult with a sense of hu- 
mor will enjoy both the text and 
the very amusing illustrations. 

Another book worth noting is 
"Sword of the Wilderness" by 
Elizabeth Coatsworth. It is a story 
of early colonial days in Maine 
when attacks by Indians were far 
too common. Young Seth Hub- 
bard, the son of colonists is cap- 
tured by the Indians and taken far 
away from his home, to spend sev- 
eral months with an Indian tribe. 
He endures many hardships but 
learns a great deal about Indian 
habits, thoughts and customs, as 
does the reader. In addition to this 
the tale is an exciting one and 
should appeal to both boys and 
girls, in junior school or high 
school.

2 teaspoons salt 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons butter 
4 pimientos, minced 

1 medium-sized green pepper, 
finely chopped 

1 cup cooked, diced chicken 
Yz cup canned mushrooms 
Zy 2 cups canned tomatoes 
J4 teaspoon pepper 
Frontier Sauce 

*4 CU P grated Parmesan cheese 
Cook spaghetti until tender in boil- 
ing water to which 1 teaspoon of 
the salt has been added. (Do not 
break in pieces before cooking.)

texture. Good meat is firm and elas- 
tic to the touch, moist but not wet, 
and is red in color. It has a fresh, 
agreeable odor. The fat should con- 
tain no watery juices or jelly, and 
should be free from blood stains.

Meat under the slightest suspicion 
as to its quality should never be 
used.

If the water has boil- 
ed down very much, enough more 
must be added to make it of the 
consistency of mush. Add the 
ground liver and mix thoroughly, 
addding the sage at the same time. 
Pour into bread pan and put in cool 
place to harden. When very stiff it 
is sliced and fried as fried mush.

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BIRTHDAY BALL

It is expected that at least 500 
couples will attend the President's 
Birthday Ball in the State Armory, 
Geneva, on Friday evening, Jan- 
uary 29. 

The party in Geneva will be one 
of many similar affairs held thru- 
out the nation in a country-wide 
campaign to help stamp out infan- 
tile paralysis. 

The present will be the fourth 
year in which Birthday Parties 
have been held for the President 
and he has again approved of the 
plan whereby 70% of the proceeds 
raised by the local Ball will be kept 
in Geneva and distributed for the 
treatment of crippled children. The 
remaining 30% will be turned over 
to a National Committee for de- 
livery to the President, to be pre- 
sented by him to the Georgian 
Warm Springs Foundation for the 
continuation of its part in the na- 
tional fight against infantile paral- 
ysis. 

At the time of the 1935 ball in 
Geneva a permanent local commit- 
tee, consisting of City Treasurer 
Carrollton Roberts, chairman ;

Grew; Mrs. Rachel Palmer, and 
Alvy Boyd, was appointed to su- 
pervise the use of the local fund. 

Mayor H. T. Maxwell is honor- 
ary chairman of the 1937 Presi- 
dent's Ball in Geneva and Bernard 
J. Dee is the active general chair- 
man heading a large list of well 
known citizens acting as chairmen 
of assisting committees.

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RADIO FLASHES 

by Ralph Le Brun 



In an investigating mood to determine just what 
makes the wheels of a program go 'round, Columbia's 
unofficial statistician plunged into busy scenes back- 
stage of the Radio Playhouse the other day. He found 
that the "Bandwagon" (Kate Smith's Variety Hour), 
was propelled by a plant of sixty-six artists, tech- 
nicians and office workers who contribute directly to 
the broadcast. Of that number, 49 are heard on the air. 
Headed by Miss Smith herself, they include Ted Col- 
lins, producer, the 23-piece orchestra led by Jack Mil- 
ler; four guest artists, Andre Baruch, announcer; 
Bert Parks, announcer; the "Command Appearance" 
hero or heroine ; six actors and actresses and Ray Col- 
lins, all engaged in the dramatizations of heroic deeds ; 
the LeBrun Sisters, girl trio, and the Ambassadors, 
male trio. 

Lupe Velez, scintillating screen and stage star, and 
Johnny Weismuller, her athletic actor-husband, will 
be heard in a unique appearance as a singing team 
when they are presented as guests of Floyd Gibbons' 
"Speedshow" over the Columbia network, Saturday, 
at 9 P.M. Weismuller is reported to be spending spare 
moments reducing to proper microphone strength the 
lusty voice with which America became so familiar as 
a result of his role in the motion picture, "Tarzan". 

The following notes are a summary of extensive 
data on short wave reception contained in the "Guide 
to Reception of Short-Wave Broadcasting Stations", 
published recently by the U. S. Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 

"Broadcast transmission at 49 meters is most reli- 
able when received from a distance of 300 miles or 
more, although good reception at distances greater 
than 1500 miles can be expected only when a large 
portion of the signal path lies in darkness. 

"Thirty-one meter stations afford greatest reliability 
of service to receivers situated at a distance exceeding 
800 miles. Good reception from distant stations in 
this band is possible both day and night. 

"Reception from stations operating in the 25 meter 
band is most common when a span of 1000 miles or 
more separates the receiver and the transmitter. Such 
transmission over distances of less than 2000 miles 
will be received best during daylight hours. The more

distant stations, however, can still be heard well after 
nightfall under favorable conditions. 

"In the 19 meter band, stations situated at a distance 
of 1500 miles or greater will be found most satisfac- 
tory. Signals in this band will generally be heard 
during daylight hours — rarely after nightfall or when 
any appreciable portion of the transmission path is in 
darkness. Wavelengths below 19 meters are useful 
only when transmitted entirely through daylight and 
over long distances (2000 miles or more) ; ordinarily 
they cannot be received after sunset."

Cloverleaf Rolls 

(By Syracuse Home Bureau) 

2 cakes compressed yeast 

y 2 cup water 

y 3 cup milk 

2 /s cup shortening 

2 eggs 

2 /s cup honey 

1 cup warm mashed potatoes 

1 teaspoon salt 

6y 2 to 7 cups flour 
Dissolve yeast in lukewarm water. 
Scald milk and add shortening, 
honey, mashed potatoes, and salt. 
Blend well. Cool to lukewarm and 
add well-beaten eggs. Add enough 
flour to make a soft dough that will 
not stick. Knead for 10 minutes, 
wrap in wax paper or put in tightly 
covered bowl. Store in refrigerator 
and use as needed. Dough will keep 
several days. 

To make Cloverleaf Rolls form 
dough into small balls that will fill 
a muffin pan about one-half full. 
Place three balls of dough in each 
greased muffin pan. Let rise until 
light or double in bulk. Bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.) 10 
to IS minutes. Yield 3 dozen rolls. 



Marshmallow Sweet Potatoes 

8 med. sized sweet potatoes 

1 teaspoon cinnamon or nutmeg 

1 teaspoon paprika 

2 tablespoons butter 
y 2 cup hot milk 

1 cup chopped walnut kernels 
y 2 teaspoon salt 

y 2 pound marshmallow 
Cook sweet potatoes until tender, 
remove skins and mash. When free 
from lumps, beat in butter, milk, 
salt, cinnamon or nutmeg and pap- 
rika. Beat well. Fold in walnut 
kernels, turn into a buttered baking 
dish, cover with marshmallows. 
Bake in moderate oven (350°) un- 
til marshmallows puff and are a 
golden brown. (Serves 6).

2 cups sugar 

1 cup white corn syrup 
y 2 cup coarsely chopped black 
walnuts 
Boil sugar and water together until 
a small amount of syrup forms a 
hard ball in cold water (265 de- 
grees F.), Then, without stirring, 
pour onto a buttered platter and 
spread black walnut meats over the 
top quickly so they will sink into 
the hot syrup. When cool enough 
to handle pull as you would taffy, 
working the nuts through the can- 
dy thoroughly. When white and 
too stiff to pull any more, stretch 
out in long lengths and clip in small 
pieces with scissors. This is a very 
rich and delightfully flavored kiss. 

Approximate yield: 50 pieces.

"Calling all boats . . . Calling all boats." This dra- 
matic appeal flashed across the nation last week at 
Louisville, through its powerful station WHAS and 
a unprecedented emergency network of cooperating 
stations, fought to evacuate refugees marooned in 
flood-stricken areas. Working in studios lighted only 
by candlelight and operating at times on precious elec- 
tric power imported from another city, the broadcast- 
ing crews remained continuously on the air to link 
police and relief headquarters with boats and other 
transportation crews engaged in rescuing marooned 
families, aiding the ill, or warning others to flee the 
advancing waters. 

Simultaneously, at Cincinnati, hard hit like Louis- 
ville, broadcast stations worked tirelessly to bring 
help and distribute information for its stricken area. 

While the broadcast stations were thus doing their 
share of relief work throughout the flooded areas, the 
radio amateur operators were setting up an elaborate 
communication net. At the first indication of danger, 
forewarned by past experience and prepared for any 
emergency, the "hams" cleared their bands of casual 
traffic and "stood by" ready to serve any area in which 
the regular communications channels had been de- 
stroyed or badly overloaded. 

Although amateur radio served as the sole com- 
munications link in but a few isolated cases, it proved 
a valuable adjunct to the badly overcrowded telephone 
and telegraph channels*

First constitutional amendments 
were drawn by James Madison and 
submitted to the legislatures of the 
states on September 25, 1789. The 
first ten established religious free- 
dom, freedom of speech and press, 
and the right to petition the gov- 
ernment for redress of wrongs. 
Citizens of those days were deter- 
mined to reserve to themselves and 
their several states all possible 
power; they feared a highly cen- 
tralized federal government. The 
amendments were ratified by the 
required number of states and de- 
clared in force December 15, 1791, 
more than two years after they 
were proposed.

1 tablespoon butter 
1 tablespoon flour 
1 teaspoon curry powder 
1 cup chicken broth 
Few drops of onion juice 
1 teaspoon tomato sauce 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Steamed rice 
Flour the shrimps and fry lightly 
in butter. Add another tablespoon 
butter, the flour, and curry powder, 
and stir until well blended. Add 
the broth and seasonings, and sim- 
mer until sauce thickens. Serve 
over steamed rice. Whole oranges 
simmered to juicy tenderness in 
sirup (1 cup sugar to one cup wa- 
ter) make an edible garnish. (When 
canned shrimps are used, fry 
quickly to keep firm.)

"Divide by twelve; then divide 
by fifty-two." 

That's what you should do to 
your Community Chest pledge 
which serves the needy for twelve 
months, fifty-two weeks. Of course, 
if you would like to know what 
your contribution amounts to each 
day, you can divide your gift by 
365, the number of days it must 
serve those who are depending on 
you through the Chest. 

Another bit of figuring that will 
prove interesting is to divide your 
daily gift by six to see just how 
generous you are being to each of 
the six agencies. If you are a deter- 
mined statistician you can figure it 
all out in percentages and know 
just how much help you are giving 
each agency. Here's the code : 

Out of every dollar you give the 
General Hospital gets 32 cents a 
year, the Social Service League 
gets 19 cents ; the Salvation Army 
gets 17 cents ; the Boy Scouts get 
9 cents ; the Girl Scouts get 4 cents 
and the Women's Rest Room gets 
5 cents a year.

FINGER LAKES CURRENTS 

Fish Story — From an issue of the 
Ontario County Times of 63 years 
ago appears this Finger Lakes fish 
yarn : "Asher Cole possesses a 
trout with two heads, two sets of 
gills, four eyes, two mouths and but 
one body. The heads unite just back 
of the gills. Each head runs inde- 
pendently of the other. If meat be 
placed in front of the creature, both 
heads go for it. Both mouths lake 
food at the same time. All the gills 
are in working order. The trout 
seems as lively and healthy as its 
brethren." 

Moose Recalled — Evidence that 
moose once roamed the lake coun- 
try was dragged out of the bottom 
of Owasco Lake by two Auburn 
anglers, while fishing with wire 
lines for lake trout. Their hooks 
became fast in some object on the 
bottom of the lake, and on bring- 
ing it to the surface, they found 
their catch was a fine spread of 
moose antlers. Where the moose 
horns had been embedded in the 
sand of the bottom, they were well 
preserved. 

Echo of Past — Generations ago 
the lake region was recognized for 
its beauty, before any concerted ef- 
fort was ever made to promote the 
district as a vacationland. A copy 
of the National Magazine, publish- 
ed in 1857, has for the title of its 
leading article, "The Lakes and 
Legends of Central New York." 
Old wood engravings present pic- 
tures of scenic and historic spots 
along the lakes, and recounts many 
of the Indian legends which abound 
in the area.

The Finance Committee of the 
Geneva Y. M. C. A. has approved 
the budget for the year 1937-38. 
Mr. Charles A. Mitchell heads the

A series of Sunday afternoon concerts of Negro 
spirituals sung' by the celebrated Tuskegee Institute 
Choir is being presented over NBC-WEAF each Sun- 
day at 1 :30 p.m. The choir, 100 Negro boys and girls 
who are one of the highest trained groups of choris- 
ters in the world today, is heard in specially arranged 
programs of spirituals. The programs are broadcast 
from the chapel of the Tuskegee Institute, Tuskegee, 
Ala., which was founded in 1881 for the vocational 
education of underprivileged Negro children in the 
South by Booker T. Washington, noted Negro edu- 
cator.

Y. M. C. A. NOTES 

"Where I Hang Out" is the title 
of a four-page folder issued by the 
Geneva Y. M. C. A. in connection 
with its financial campaign which 
opens on Monday, October 25. In 
the words of a 12-year-old boy, the 
reader is told of the various activi- 
ties of the Y. M. C. A. and of the 
purpose for which funds are sought 
at this time. A total of $6,500 is 
wanted to make necessary improve- 
ments around the pool, in the gym- 
nasium, and in the dining room, in 
addition to the regular operating 
budget of approximately $14,000. 

It is estimated that it costs the 
State of New York about $550 a 
year to maintain a man in prison, 
and about $56 a year to keep a man 
on parole. It costs in the neighbor- 
hood of $10 a year for each boy 
and girl who uses the facilities of 
the Y. M. C. A. in Geneva. Police 
authorities are unanimous in their 
praise of the Y. M. C. A. and simi- 
lar character-building agencies as 
influences which direct youngsters 
and their older brothers and sisters 
into useful lines of endeavor.

When Christ Was Born 

Christmas is the time when men are drawn together 
in a great unity. Much of this may be attributed to our 
response to familiar songs, sung year after year to 
commemorate the advent of a little Child on earth. The 
first Christmas carol ever heard, we like to believe, 
came over the field of Bethlehem, when Christ was 
born— "Glory be to God on high, and on earth, peace, 
good will toward men." 

But it was 1,200 years later that St. Francis of Assisi 
and his brothers took up the singing in public of carols 
at Christmas to combat the unbelief of their time. 
With lighted tapers they went about the streets of 
the small Italian village pouring out their hearts in 
songs of praise. In the 800 years since then the singing 
of Christmas carols has gone around the world. Wher- 
ever Christianity is known carol singing follows. 

The simple vision of a mother lulling her babe to 
sleep gives Christmas music its strength. Some sing- 
as a tribute to their religious faith, others as a custom 
they enjoy. But whatever the reason, the important 
thing is that more and more people do it. From such 
widely different sources as churches, theaters, schools, 
clubs, radio stations, come the words of "Away in a 
Manger," "Silent Night," "Joy to the World," "Little 
Town of Bethlehem," "'Hark the Herald Angels 
Sing," and "Come All Ye Faithful," sung by soloists, 
choirs, choruses or the voices of school children. So 
each year new joy is expressed through old channels.

Spinach Ring with 
Buttered Beets 

4 cups of cooked spinach 
y$ cup of butter 
J4 teaspoon of salt 
\y 2 cups of white sauce 
3 hard-cooked eggs, cut in 

sixths, lengthwise 
2 cups of small boiled beets 

Drain the hot cooked spinach thor- 
oly. Chop finely and season it with 
butter and salt. Press it into a but- 
tered ring mold and keep it in a 
warm place until time to serve. 
Then remove it to a hot platter, a 
round one preferred, and fill 1 he- 
center with hot buttered beets. 
Pour the white sauce around the 
edge of the spinach ring, and out- 
side of this, garnish with a ring of 
gold and white hard-cooked egg 
slices. 

The ingredients for the white 
sauce are: 2 tablespoons of butter, 
2 tablespoons of flour, 1 cup of 
milk, y teaspoon of salt and a few 
grains of pepper. Melt the butter, 
add the flour mixed with seasoning, 
and stir until they are well blended. 
Pour on the milk gradually, while 
stirring the mixture constantly. Let 
it come to the boiling point and 
boil it for two minutes.

Jambalaya 

1 large onion, minced 

34 clove garlic, finely chopped 

1 green pepper, coarsely chopped 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 can (No. 2y 2 ) tomatoes 

3 cups boiling water 
1 cup rice 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

Saute onion, garlic and green 
pepper in butter 5 minutes. Add 
tomatoes and water and heat to 
boiling. Add rice and seasonings, 
cover and simmer 20 minutes, or 
until rice is tender and moisture 
almost absorbed. Approximate 
yield : 6 portions.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS

Rust stains may be removed from 
porcelain by rubbing with a wet cloth 
and whiting, which is inexpensive 
and can be purchased at any paint 
shop. If the stain is stubborn, try 
rubbing it with lemon rind dipped in 
the whiting. Rinse and dry. Avoid 
using strong acids or harsh abrasive 
powders on porcelain to keep the 
glaze in perfect condition. 

When hubby comes home early 
and wants dinner in a hurry, cut the 
potatoes in small cubes, cover with 
hot water and boil. In about 10 min- 
utes they will be tender and with 
either a cream sauce or just melted 
butter, salt and pepper, are ready to 
serve with the rest of the meal. It is 
usually this vegetable that holds up 
the hurried dinner. 

Color scheme note : Try tinting 
your ice cubes with vegetable dyes. 
A spring salad, for instance, is de- 
lightful to look at and unusually 
crisp if it is set in a bowl of green 
ice cubes. Desserts may be worked 
out in the same way.

WITH X-RAY MACHINE 

An amazing new X-Ray machine 
to test tires free has been installed
